He was born in 1822 in the city of Dub- 


lin,! and is therefore [sixty. He wa& the 
yoi ngest son of his father, and was educated 
in '. )ublin and London, and when he was 
nin iteen years old wrote all or a portion of 
the play called "London Assurance," which 
has now been on the stage forty-two years. 
Wl en he was twenty two years old he pro- 
due sd "Old Heads and Young Hearts;" at 
tw< ity-six he brought out the "Knight of 
Ha- re," which was a great character of the 
late John Drew. At a very early period he 
dab bled in French plays, desiring to maka 
moi ey rather than solid fame. At the age 
of t lirty he first came on the stage himself, 
and the f ollowing year he visited the United 
Sta es, where many of his pieces 
were 


brought out by Wallack and Burton. He 
married Agnes Robertson, who was one of 
the best actresses in his pieces that he ever 
obts ined, and she became celebrated in this 
cbiuitry lief ore she obtained fame in England. 


"' 'he Colleen Bawn," taken from Gerald 


Gfrii in's Irish tales, was the principal success 
of I oucicault's life, and it was played in Lon- 
don one whole year consecutively. 
"The 


Oct< iroon" was another immensely successful 
piec * on both sides of. the Atlantic. "Arrab. 
Na 3ogue" was another effective piece of 
Bou acault's, and "The Shaughrann" was his 
Jlast decided success, to which he contributed 
fby his own good acting. Another piece 
which Boucicault has constructed, and which 
has >een played in Boston, is verv ingenious, 
but las not drawn the multitude. I antici- 
pate I several years ago that Boucicault might 
at It st run out from want of faith in bimselj 
pers> mally. I observed that the managers 
who bad business relations with him seldom 
.spot e well of him. The late William Floyd, 
who was the manager of Wallack's theatre, 
whe -e Boucicanit made very much of his 
moD sy, once told me that he hated the con- 
tact of this gifted man, so uncertain and 
cury ing was "he. A Hebrew manager who 
tooi Boucicault around this country for a 
whi 3 came back broke and said: "Any body 
who can make any money out of him is wel- 
com i to him; I can't do it." 


B< ucicault's business ability is probably 


supe ior to his literary capacity and play- 
wrif it quality, yet it is a singular thing that 
he h is nothing, or not enough to be inde- 
penc ait of other managers. Not long ago an 
alleged interview appeared with his wife, 
who has had him in the courts for some time 
past It has always been surprising that this 
man should leave a beautiful and tender 
won an of that kind for the blandishments 
of tl e old wizards of the stage. 
Here in 


mid- summer I saw Boucicault at a hotel a 
few nights ago sitting at a table with his 
clerl quietly going through what appeared 
to b< accounts. 
He seemed to me supremely 


lonel y, yet so worldly that he bad lost the 
actirj g power! to show his feelings. His bail- 
is probably dyed: it is, therefore.quite black, 
wnil s big skin is bleached, and there are 
sorm of the lines of Shakespeare about his 
head yet a certain smart, tricky, foxy look 
is in the face, as if the ^jan's countenance 
and lis brains had no respect for each other. 
His 1 terary ability, indeed^ bears out this va- 
rianc 3. Never particular where he got his 
situa ions and ideas, incapable of measuring 
hims >lf in the construction of fine doinc^i ic 
char: icter and dialogue with the French pla3 - 
wrig its, he appropriated and worked over 
othei men's pieces till a certain flavor of de- 
ceits lemed to attend him in the production 
of hif work. He might have been attacked 
by theatrical critics and disliked by actors, 
but he could daly injure himself, and this he 
unqu ;stionabl[y done by rupturing his domes- 
tic re lations, showing an apparent incapacity 
to ap >reciate fidelity, virtue qnd propriety in 
womon. I heard him say three* or four years 
ago, vith some complacency, that he carried 
his w >rkshop and fortune under his hat. 


Fe\r men have been more admired than 


Boucicault. In intellectual regard for him 
some have overlooked all his errors and 
weafa less, regarding them as merely the 
slight :r and smaller expressions of a man of 
imagination. The stage- is a hard school, and 
few v ho practice upon it keep their freshness 
of heart, yet character is just as necessary in 
that ine of artifice as any-where. It seems 
stran; ^ to see this man who owns so many 
valua t>le plays, and who can' play himself 
very veil, apparently sitting down in hit, old 
age, mcertain, deserted, busy, yet hardly 
gainii [g anything. The construction of plays 
as they are at present demanded is rather de- 
baucl ing to the1 mind, fnstead of trying to 
make character and illustrate morals, tho 
mode -a play has not the dignity o£ a box of 
tops vhich are prepared to amuse a child. 
The i lage in this country has no conscience 
what* iver. Not the least respect is paid here 
to doing any thing upon our stage passages 
in ou- history, or reform current abuses. 
Our j tctore and managers have no country 
For s while we will be deluged with the 
vicioi s representations of nVistress life and 
the se luction of wives in Paris, and next we 
will ; et several years run of London rowdy 
pieces composed for the delectation of the 
Surre r side and the Clerkenwell district, and 
then re will steal and alter some flimsy cur- 
rent] arce from the German, but we hardly 
ever sfce here revivals of pieces that maintain 
their place in literature.

It is not in the interest of Dakota or any 


other portion of the domain to countenance 
such holdings, and the sooner we realize the 
value of having actual settlers on every aval able

After deducting the railroad lands, school 


sections and tree claims, there are just forty- 
eight" quarter sections in each township of 
thirty-six square miles, and the experience is 
that there are at present about twelve families ia 
each of the bast settled townships that hav< 
lately been put on the market. 
In some case: 


they run as low as only four settlers to the town 
ship in Iocalitie3 that are in every way desira 
ble. 
The proportion o£ quarters not filed en in 


any of these townships is very small, and th<_ 
question arises, where are the other families or 
settlers that should be living on the covered but 
unoccapied claims? 
Some say, "They are com- 


ing from the east," but I venture to assert that 
if the claimants are traced, they will be fonnd 
in one-half the cases,, in the towns and cities 
trying to make sales of their supposed "rights." 


Land dealers may take umbrage at these 


views but I have thoroughly understood Dakota 
land business for three years past and know 
whereof I write and I feel that the present in- 
vestigation by the land department will greatly 
benefit Dakota. In a few instances they may 
accidently inconvenience deserving settlers and 
where such are prevented by just cause from, 
making a good'showing they should state the 
facts to the land officers and where their inten- 
tions are good the department will give them 
due consideration. 


Thirty-six square miles! An area pufficient in 


some localities in the west to support one or 
more t jwns and a large number of people.

the protection of tree plantations . 


Division superintendents, road masters'and 


section foremen are particularly and urgently 
directed to use constant vigilance, and to spare 
no effort to protect the tree plantations along 
the North Pacific railroad, and also the snow 
fences from destruction by 
fires.

marck a few days ago was probably the last that 
will ever be i-een in this region. The buffalo, 
who once held undisputed <i4itle to this whola 
section, are rov surrounded by civilization, and 
every year finds them in a pmaller scope of coun- 
try. Jan Scott, in the Sioux Falls Pie&s, thus 
speaks of the mighty "buff: 'The appearance of 
a buffalo in Dakota is now an exceedingly rare 
occurrence, but ten years ago they were as 'nu- 
merous in the western portion of our territory 
as the herds ot domestic beef cattle are now. 
Twenty years ago the buffalo was not a rare ob- 
ject in the vicinity of Sioux F_alls, but like the 
Indian, he bad to go before the army of civili- 
zati»n, until now he is cooped in a contracted 
region in northeastern Montana, and wiil be- 
come extinct, if not protected by law, within a 
few decades.

people in the states. Horace Greeley was ridi- 
culed, and lost his reputation for reliability 
among many good people fifteen 3 ears ago be-

On THE ROAD, Aug. 4.—The sun was yet an 


hour high When the excursion train steamed 
into Bismarck. 
We were notified that a citizens 


recep aon awaited us, and we found carriages ip 
reaainess, anc 
were quickly whirled away 


through the embryotic city anc in a clone of 
cust, with a stiff breeze blowing from the north, 
toward the plateau north of the city, which has 
been selected as the sice of the future capital of 
Dakota. One hnncred anc sixty acres have 
here been reserved for state purposes, twenty 
acres of which will be used for the capital 
building grounds, ana the remainder for park 
purposes. My guide was land office commis- 
sioner Bea, who is intelligent on a 1 questions 
relating to the capital. The builaing itself is 


' under contract, and will be rushed up this fa.l 
so as to have it u:der roof by the first of Jan- 
uary. It is proposed to work 500 men on the 
building by night and day, using the calcium or 
electric igkt in the night time. 


A number of graves near the site of the Capi- 


tol were pointed out a* those who had "died 
with tieir boots on " They were -.he gamblers 
and desperadoes who located in Bismarck be- 
fore the reign of law and order, and who settled 
their c ifferences according to the code of Ken- 
tacky^and Mississippi. The shot gnn, and re-

steamboat warehouse, and I counted eleven boats 
in the river along an extent of half a mile— 
joats that carried merchandise up to Fort Ben- 
ton in the season of navigation, and that went 
south into the cotton tributaries of tae Missis- 
sippi in the winter. We saw a good deal of 
merchandise at the warehouse, and came to 
Co.onel Thompson's conclusion, that Bismarck 
was a pretty big little place, sure enough. 
At the conclusion of the drive we came back to 
the land office of the railroad, and found that 
enough champagne was jeing openec to float a 
small boat. Haif the town seemec gatherec at 
this rendezvous, and the sparkling liquid liter 
ally flowed as free as water, and a good deal 
freer than any water in sight. 


At 7 o'clock, when the sun was low, general 


passener agent Barnes, who had charge of our 
expedition, announced that supper was readv on 
boarc the special, anc that her course was 
westward hoi So amidst multitudinous invita- 
tions to stop as we came back and stay a week, 
we tore ourselves rrom the embraces of these 
wonderfully enterprising people. 


The twilight lasts in this latitude of forty- 


five degrees north until far in the evening 
making the days seem wonderfully long. We 
saw so much and traveled so far every day that 
we seemed living an essential part of a life-time 
every twenty-four hours. It was common to 
hear some of our party remark that it seemed a 
month since we left Chicago.

The protection of the tree plantations should be 
considered of the first importance to every 
officer and employe of the company who is 
loyal to its interests and the necessity of watch- 
fulness against t le great enemy, fire, cannot be 
too frequently or too earnestly presented. Be- 
fore the grass begins to dry furrows should be 
run around all tree plantations and at the 
proper time section formen should burn the 
grass on all sides ot such plantations, taking 
advantage of favorable direction of the wind, 
and nning special care to prevent fire communi- 
cating to grain fields or other property. Road- 
masters and division superintendents will be 
especially charged with seeing that the instruc- 
tions are observed.

YELLOWSTONE, Aug. 26, via Livingston.—It 


was the intention of the presidential party to 
remain over Sunday at-the npper Geyser 3asin 
nntil it was ascertained, that the vicinity of the 
camp offeree insufficient forage 'or animals. 
This discovery made it necessary to resume our 
march this morning. We broke camp at the 
usual hour and returned to Shoshone Lake by 
the same trail over which we had come over 
Briday. We proceeded then in an easterly 
course to the Yellowstone Lake 
on whose 


borders we are now encamped. Our journey 
tocay has jeen somewhat tiresome* The diffi- 
culties can perhaps be most effectually summar- 
ized in the statement that we have crossed the 
continental divide in the space of twenty min- 
utes.

burst her boiler and sunk at Twenty-second 
street, Norti River, this afternoon.

It is the property 
of Mr. E. H. Taljott, editor of the Railway 
Age, a weekly il.Ustratec journal, cevoted, as the 
elegantly cesigned cover proclaims, to railway 
intelligence, construction, operation and man- 
agement. Mr. Talbott is accompanied by his 
wife and Miss Herrick, of Chicago, as well as a 
stenographer and type-writer, who transform his 
dictations into cop3^ for the journal which he has 
so ably managed, and which hns brought him so 
favorably before the public. Gov. Ordwayand 
Elijah Coffin conducted the party about the city 
in carriages, giving them a view of the capitol 
grocndc. iron bridge and various improvements. 


A TBIBUNK reporter went into the car in the 


evening tinder the kind guidance of North Pa- 
•cifie Agent Davidson, just to see how the fra- 
ternity was riding about the country, ftlr.

On either entrance door is the name of 
the car in fac simile lettering of the journal 
whose name it bear", iu L-inall letters—iust 
enough to saow-hat it U a piivate car. The 
railing around tje steps are of solid wrouaht 
steel, burnished, with ornamentations ot ttohd 
bronze.

tion room, which is also fitted up for an office. 
This roo,n is of the finest oak, with a finish that 
is wonderfully beautiful.

toilet is connected with this room, and contains 
three large warcrobes and all other modern con- 
veniences. The parlor, which will be used for 
sitt.ng and dining rooms also, in sixteen feet 
long and is finished ia solid mahogany, from 
original _ deaignAf^howing a great deal of very 
fine wood carving.
